Those, he said, 
capable of bearing arms, would be put at 
once into the ranks ; and the old men, wo- 
men and children, would be put on the 
abandoned plantations to cultivate the land. 
He said it was now the settled policy of the 
administration to use the negro in every 
manner that seemed best to help crush the 
rebellion. All the applications banded in 
heartily endorse the President's proclama- 
tion, and hia determined policy in arming 
the negro, and using any and all honorable 
means to subdue traitors, north or south, 
and these are my real lentiments, publicly 
expressed. 


The general said in big speech that he 


did not eipect to see any one out weal in 
the army that he had seen before, but said 
he, "I recognize an old friend of mine in 
= 


the ranks," pointing to onr eagle, saying i 
he was taught to love that bird from child- ' 
was one regiment ia the greaT TJnited 
States army that carried the bird of liberty 
He said ha was in St. Louis 9ome twenty 
months ago, and saw a regiment enter tha/ 
city having the American Eagle with them ; 
he presumed it was the same regiment that 
stood before him now with the proud em. 
blem of liberty perched on a scroll. When 
informed that it was the same regiment, he 
said he was proud of us, and hoped we 
would carry him triumphantly through the 


war, 
and felt confident that the time was 


near at hand when that bird would spread 
his wings orer every disloyal state in this 
country. At this time the eagle gracefully 
spread his wings and Sopped them, as much 
as (o say " them's my sentiments." At the 
conclusion of hia remarks he asked the 
soldiers to take off their hats ; the twelve 
regiments forming this division being close 
in mass, uncovered to a man. Now, laid 
he, " I propose three cheers for the Presi- 
dent of the United States," and inch a 
about aa went up from the division nevw 
before was heard in this portion of Louis- 
iuoa. Now said he, " three cheers for the 
proclamation," and three tremendous cheers 
were given that must have been heard in 
Vicksburg. After cheering for the general 
and other officers present, the regiment 
filed off to their camp, and then applica- 
tions for commissions began to be written. 
The appointments will be made in a few 
days, and in my next I will give you the 
names of the Incky men in our regiment. 
The light is coming to view—the end is 
not far off—the government is in earnest) 
so is the army. Hoping for a speedy and 
honorable peace, I am yours for the Union 
for ever.

Youso's POINT, La., April 21,1863., 


EDITORS GAZETTE :—We have juat been 


visited by Adjatant General Thomas. 


wa> called out to receive, him, 


he made a epeeeh to as. He told us he 
was teat here by order, of Abraham Lin 
coin, oommander-in-ohief of the army and 
navy, to organize ten negro regiments, and 
arm and equip them at onoe. He said he 
met with such success-that when be got to 
Helena he aeni a dispatch to the President 
that he would not stop with ten, he would 
have twenty regiments armed and equipped 
forthwith. He told us he met with great 
encouragement everywhere from the officers 
and enlisted men, in this work. He also 
told us to send id oar applications at once 
for commissions to officer the'colored regi 
meats, and that ho meant to officer two reg- 
iments from this division, and would com 
mission a private as colonel as soon as any 
officer, if he found him worthy. Forty ap 
plications from this regiment have already 
gone in, and aa many as seven from Co. G. 
The whole army is alive ou the subject.— 
Gen. Thomas said the President had learn- 
ed with much regret that the negro had 
been abuaed somewhat by some of the offi 
cera and men. He hoped to hear no more 
of such conduct; and should any officer 
commanding an outpoat or picket refuse to 
receive a negro into the lines, or abuse him 
in any manner, he was invested with power 
from the President to dismiss such officer 
from the service at once. Those, he flaid, 
capable of bearing arms, would be put at 
once into the ranks ; and the old men, wo- 
men and children, would be put on the 
abandoned plantations to cultivate the land. 
He said it was now the settled policy of the 
administration to use the negro in every 
manner that seemed beat to help crush the 
rebellion. All the applications handed in 
heartily endorse the President's proclama- 
tion, and his determined policy in arming 
the negro, and using any and all honorable 
means to subdue traitors, north or south, 
and these are my real sentiment*! publicly 
expressed, 


The general said in hi* speech that he 


did not eipect to see any one out west in 
the army that he had seen before, but said 
he, " I recognize an old friend of mine in 
the ranks," pointing to our eagle, saying 
he was taught to love that bird from child- 
was one regiment in the great United 
States army that carried the bird of liberty. 
He said he was in St. Louis some twenty 
months ago, and saw a regiment euter that 
city having the American Eagle with them; 
he presumed it was the same regiment that 
stood before htm now with the proud em. 
blem of liberty perched on a scroll. When 
informed that it was the same regiment, he 
said he was proud of us, and hoped we 
would carry him triumphantly through the 
war, and felt confident that the time was 
near at hand when that bird would spread 
his wings over every disloyal state in this 
country. At this time the eagle gracefully 
spread his wings and flopped them, as much 
as to say " them's my sentiments." At the 
conclusion of hia remarks he asked the 
soldiers to take oft' their bats; the twelve 
regiments forming this division being close 
iu mass, uncovered to a man. Now, said 
he, " I propose three cheers for the Presi- 
dent of the United States," and such a i 
shout as went up from the division nev«r 
before waa heard in this portion of Louis- 
iana. Now said he, " three cheers for the 
proclamation," and three tremendous cheers 
were given that must have been heard in 
Vicksburg. After cheering for the general 
and other officers present, the regiment 
filed off to their camp, and then applica- 
tions for commissions began to be written, 
The appointments will be made in a few 
days, and in my next I will give you the 
names of the lucky men in our regiment. 
The light is coming to view—the end is 
not far off—the government is in earnesti 
so is the army. Hoping for a speedy and 
honorable peace, I am youra for the Union 


'But, though dead, thoy yet speak to us. 
Their blood shed in defense of right and 
truth cries to us for like deeds of noblo 
daring. Lei us follow the dying words of 
the lamented Lieut. Henry S. Swift, jr.— 
" CLOSE wp BOYS." Let ua " close up " 
this gap iu our ranks made by tho bullets 
of our murderous foes, and strike with 
earnest purpose, 'till the last enemy to tho 
stars and stripes has perished or laid down 
his arma.

We hare often had occasion to allude to 


the unfriendly position of England towards 
thii country in permitting veisels of war 
to be bnilt in her harbors and fitted for hos- 
tile acts, even to the enlistment of English 
•eamen to man them. We believe that a 
change in public sentiment ii growing in 
that conn try in consequence of the dangers 
which threaten England in the future, if 
the present practice is maintained and 


reached this place about noon of tho 18th. 
McPherson's army corps is concentrating 
here to be held, I understand, as the re- 
serve in the battle of Vicksbarg soon to be 
fought. I also learn, from good, authority, 
that our division is to be the final reserve. 
It is a well known fact that the best troops 
are kept for the reserve, therefore it is nat- 
ural for ns to infer that our fighting quali- 
ties are fully appreciated. This statement 
I do not make aa a boast, bat merely give 
it for the information of our friends at 
home. 


Running the blockade is all the rage here 


now. Several transports -went down the 
other night, all getting safely through ex- 
cept the Henry Clay, which was burned, 
the cotton barricades taking fire from the 
boilers. 
A. number of steamers are now 


preparing to pass through the ordeal. I 
was on the Tigress to-day while they were 
putting in bales of cotton and hay. On the 
sides of the boat are placed, next to the 
boilers, a layer of cotton bales with one end 
outward, next a layer of hay in bales, and 
and then another layer of cotton bales, 
while the forecastle and stern of the boat 
are piled full of cotton bales. On each side 
of the steamers is fastened a barge. These 
are loaded nearly full of oats and corn in 
sacks, and on the top of this is piled cotton 
bales, which protectthewheelhouses. The 
boat is then loaded down to the waters 
edge with commissary stores, thus guard- 
ing the hull from the shots of the enemy. 
What is done with the pilot I have not yet 
ascertained, bat he is probably stowed safe- 
ly away. 


The crews of the boats are made np from 


among the soldiers who volunteer for that 
purpose. Thousands of applications have 
been made for the privilege of running 
through with the transports, but of course 
all cannot be allowed to go.

argument of tbe former class, principally 
composed of ship builders and capitalists, 
is something to this effect: That the inter- 
national obligation of neutrality is binding 
upon nations, and not upon tbe people, of 
which nations are composed, and that, 
therefore, the people may interfere ever go 
much in the quarrels of other nations by 
furnishing arms and supplies, no legal fault 
attaches so long as the government itself 
takes no part in the operation. They in- 
sist that it is not the business of govern- 
ment to overhaul the cargoes of every ves- 
sel to find articles contraband of war, but 
that is left to the belligerent power which 
U to be injured. 


While thi* may be true in regard to small 


arms and inanitions of war, because of the 
difficulty of enforcing the laws of neutrality, 
it manifestly does not apply to ships of war 
and heavy ordnance. These are so large 
and occupy so long a time in their prepara- 
tion that there can be no difficulty in de- 
tecting the unfriendly act, so that the gov- 
ernment itself becomes a party to tbe guilt 
of the transaction by it* knowledge of the 
acts of individuals, and its neglect to apply 
the proper remedy. The government of 
England knows all abont tbe construction 
of the Alabama, Florida and Virginia for 
th-) confederate states. .This cannot be 
doubted. In this knowledge, and in the 
power to prevent it, constitutes the on- 
fr'eadly act of the government. 


It is notjthe injustice of such a course, 


however, which is opening the eyes of 
English statesmen OB this subject, but its 
danger as a precedent in the future. If 
tbe English government is gniltless in these 
cases, the American ship builders may, 
when that power is at war with Russia, or 
oas a rebellion in Ireland or any of her de- 
pendencies, fit out vessels of war to prey 
on English commerce. 
It will make no 


difference whether England's antagonist is 
• maritime nation or not, whether a foot 
of its territory touches the sea, the vessels 
ean be started in America, and when their 
supplies grow short, can be admitted to 
our ntutral ports, until replenished with

The 
argument of the former class, principally 
composed of ship builders and capitalists, 
is something to this effect: That the inter- 
national obligation of neutrality is binding 
upon nations, and not upon &9 people, of 
which nations are composed, and that, 
therefore, the people may interfere ever so 
mach in the quarrels of other nations by 
furnishing arms and supplies, no legal fault 
attaches so long as the government itself 
takes DO part iu the operation, They in- 
sist that it is not the business of govern- 
ment to overhaul the cargoes of every ves- 
sel to find articles contraband of war, but 
that is left to the belligerent power which 
ia to be injured. 


While thig may be true in regard to small 


surma and maalttons of war, because of the 
difficulty of enforcing the laws of neutrality, 
it manifestly does not apply to ships of war 
and heavy ordnance. These are to large 
and occupy so long a time in their prepara- 
tion that there can be no difficulty in de- 
tecting the unfriendly act, so that the gov- 
ernment itself becomes a party to the guilt 
of the transaction by its knowledge of the 
acts of individuals, and its neglect to apply 
the proper remedy. The government of 
England knows all about the construction 
Of tbe Alabama, Florida and Virginia for 
th-i confederate states. -This cannot be 
doubted. In this knowledge, and in the 
power to prevent it, constitutes the on- 
fr'endly act of the government. 


It is notjthe injustice of 'such a course, 


however, which is opening the eyes of 
English statesmen oa this subject, but its 
d*oger as a precedent in the future. If 
tbe English government is gniltless in these 
cases, tbe American ship builders may, 
when that power is at war with Bassta, or 
has a rebellion in Ireland or any of her de- 
pendencies, fit out vessels of war to prey 
on English commerce. It will make no 
difference whether England's antagonist is 
•> maritime nation or not, whether a foot 
of its territory touches the sea, the vessels 
«an be started in America, and when their 
supplies grow short, can be admitted to 
our neutral ports, until replenished with 
«very thing necessary to destroy English 
merchant vessels, and burn them on the 
high seas, because their captors have no 
port to which they can send their prizes. 


Those who take ground in England against 


tbe policy of the government in the matter 
referred to, are making themselves heard. 
The Liverpool chamber of commerce ap- 
peals to the government of Great Britain 
to amend and en force her neutrality laws. 


Not long since two gentlemen of influ- 


ence, one a professor in Oxford University, 
Addressed a public meeting in Manchester, 
and in their speeches condemned in strong 
terms the course their government had 
panned in permitting the Alabama to sail, 
and in showing so much indifference to 
the building of other vessels for a like 
purpose.
